The results of its work is the sub- 
mission to the people for ratification 
of 10 amendments to the 
consiitu- 


j tion. 


This morning, amendments were 


defeated: prohibiting free passes, es- 
tablishing the initiative and referen- 
dum and providing for the 
appoint- 


ment instead of the election of coun- 
ty 'solicitors. 


Votes of thanks were extended1 to 


the officers of the! convention anl to ! 
Prof. Colby, the author of the man- j 
ua'i.

THE SIZE OF ALASKA. 


Me4i»nr<ra»eut* Width Show It* 


G*orM«M Arc*. - 


When it is said that Alaska has one- 


fifth. the area of the whole -United 
States, out- begins to have a more intel- 
ligent conception of its size, for in a 
'general way the average American 
readily forms a fairly accurate meutal 
picture of the broad size relations of 
his country. But so great Is the extent 
of the United States and so difficult is 
it to judge accurately of the relations 
of geographical measurements that even 
this is not a satisfactory comparison. 
For this reason our practical knowl- 
edge would not be much benefited were 
it stated that the area of Alaska is 
equal to that of 314 Californias or 10 
lowas or IST'/a Connecticuts. But If it 
were possible to take the whole terri- 
tory of Alaska and its adjoining islands 
and place them upon the portion of 
North America occupied by the United 
States it would be a simple thing to 
show exactly what the relations of 
these great possessions to our own coun- 
try are. 


A chart was prepared by Alfred H. 


Brooks, geologist of the United States 
geological survey, in charge of the gov- 
ernment work of exploration and geo- 
logical investigatfop of the territory, 
who has drawn upon the map of the 
United States an outline of Alaska. 
The seals used in both instances Is the 
same, and the result is most Interest- 
ing. 
When Point Barrow, the most 


northerly 
extremity of Alaska, is 


placed upon the Canadian border in 
northern Minnesota, Mount St Ellas 
falls near the Ohio river between west- 
ern Kentucky and Indiana, And the 
main portion of the territory covers al- 
most the entire area of the great plains 
and Mississippi valley as far south as 
Arkansas. The extreme southeasterly 
portion of the narrow strip of Alaska, 
upon which Sitka and Juneau ape situ- 
ated, would extend to the Atlantic 
ocean at Georgia, the celebrated Nome 
district would fall in western South 
Dakota near the^Wyoming line, and the 
most westerly of lie Aleutian island 
group would lie upon the Pacific coast 
line near Los Angeles, the intermediate 
Island touching the Mexican border in 
Arizona and New Mexico. 


In other words, the territory "of Alas- 


ka is sufficient in geographical ex- 
tent to reach from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific and from Canada to Mexico. 
Placed in this position on the United 
States, Alaslca would cover, in whole 
or in part, twenty-three states and ter- 
ritories and the wc&tern third of Lalre 
Superior. — George B. Hollister iu Pop- 
ular Science Monthly.

The World of the Solid. 


We live amid matter in three char- 


acteristic states—solid, liquid and gas- 
eous. But since hydrogen has been 
both liquefied and solidified, the inves- 
tigator, says Professor James Dewar, 
Is Introduced into a world of solid 
bodies. With the aid of the cold fur- 
nished by liquid hydrogen every gas- 
eous substance at present definitely 
known to the chemist with the single 
exception of helium, can be solidified. 
Even helium. Professor Dewar hopes, 
may yield to tbe processes now being 
employed at the Royal institution in 
London. Liquid hydrogen is so ligbt 
that the only solid substance that will 
float upon it is pith. 
Solid hydrogen 


has a temperature 436 degrees F. below 
zero. When exposed to the cold vapor 
arising from liquid -hydrogen, air is in- 
stantly turned into solid, falls like a 
miniature snowstorm into the vessel 
containing the hydrogen and sinks to 
the bottom.—Youth's Companion,

When any Spanish sovereign dies, the 


body is at once submitted to the proc- 
ess of fossiiizalion, nor can it be placed 
In the royal pantheon until the body 
has been absolutely turned iuto stone. 
Curiously enough, the period required 
for fossillzntion varies considerably. 
Some royal bodies have become solidi- 
fied iu n very short period, while others 
have tnkoii years before the foisiliza- 
tion took plncc.

the Kc«Utt*val Artists. 


The mediasval artists, having no idea 


of the personal appearance of the Sav- 
iours followers, adopted a set of signs, 
or emblems, for each, whiph soou be 
came familiar to all. The emblem of 
Peter was either a large key or two 
keys crossed, which is readily explain- 
ed by referring to the words of Christ 
(Matthew xvi, 19), "And I will give un- 
to tbce the keys ot" the kingdom of 
heaven." The emblem of Paul was a 
sword and. a book—the latter to remind 
the beholder that he was a teacher of 
ineu, the former to indicate that be was 
beheaded with a sword. St. Andrew 
was usually figured standing by a cross 
shaped like a letter X, that being the 
form of th.; cross upon which legend 
says be was crucified. The emblem of 
St. James tbe Great was cither a swor j, 
referring to the fact that he was also 
beheaded, or a pilgrim's staff, he being 
a great traveler. 


St. John's emblem was a caldron, re- 


ferring to his experience in the boiling 
oil. St. Philip's emblem is an enigma. 
It was a spear aud a cross, yet it is 
known that he was hanged. St. Bar- 
tholomew, who was "£nyed alive," is 
represented with a knife raid his skin 
hanging over bis arm. Matthew's em- 
blem is a square, supposed to have 
some reference to Christ's calling. St. 
Thomas, having been "pierced with a 
clart," is pictured carrying a spear. 
The emblem of James the Less was a 
club, he having been ''beaten to deatli 
with a faggot;" St. Matthias an ax, he 
having been beheaded. Simon's em- 
blem was a saw. The legend says "he 
was sawn asunder."

There is very little, if any. fatmakiug 
or muscle building material in the oys- 
ter. 
Its composition is largely nitrog- 


enous, and, being rich in phosphates, 
it is generally regarded as an excellent 
food for the brain, but a man reduced 
to an exclusive diet of oysters would 
soon find himself deficient in adipose 
tissue aud in those elements that go to 
make up physical force and vitality in 
the bumau body.

When the fire died out. great 


masses of lava and clay burned to 
brick wore seen in every direction. 


In the arctic regions there is another 


such burning cliff, which when last 
seen was on fire for twenty miles. The 
burning material was composed largely 
of lignite, but is believed to be made up 
of several other combustible chemical 
substances, which had been set on fire 
when the waves reached them.

Sugar is doubtless a food. It is a 


food of great energy. 
But we must 


not abuse it, says the Revue Scien- 
tifique. 
Why? Because, according to 


M. G. Bunge, the physiologist, pure 
cane sugar is lacking in lime and iron 
Now, lime and iron are necessary to 
the organism.
